• it broke off ahcliing at 12 :0S n. m, today.

"I wIhIi to Hay that I have never eeen such a mutilated and 
bruised body m all my expcriencea," he tola the commission 
in a signed affidavit. 

The commisaion, appointed by Gov. Charica C. Goaaott, 
visited the institution in June. Tho report also blames the 
atate for conditiona found by the commiaaion at the hospital 
contendmt' a policy of "penurioua, cloae-fiated management" 
was followed. 

The commission, of which 
Ralph Breshears is chairman, 
a.q3erted lOBisIativc appropria- 
tions t6r the hospital must bo 
Increaaed. Gossett promised 
immediate action. 

The report described Dr. Bmltli as

Undersecretary ol War Robert P. Patterson 
Invited tlio acciisatlon of resortlnR to the sort 
ol buck-pa-sslng the public mtlfil associates 
with official Washington In hla recent com- 
ments about charges that shameful traveling 
accomniodation3 are being provided lor sol- 
diers transported from the Atlantic to tho 
Pacific. 

Most rcadcra recall the circumstances. 
Charges were that servicemen were bclnE 
packed like sardines Into vermin -Infested 
day coaches for the long trip across the con- 
tinent. 

Mr. Patterson had nothing to say at the 
time about vermin. He did acknowledge that 
day coaches had been used for such travel, 
adding that the war department was attempt- 
ing to correct that condition. He then men- 
tioned that the provision of travel accommo' 
datlons Is up to the ofdcc of defense trans- 
portation and to the railroads, to which, he 
Bald, the armed services had protested the 
Jack of sleepers for all troops on long hauls. 

It is entirely possible, as the undersecre- 
tary Implied, that the army was not at fault 
if soldiers were required to ride three per 
saat on a. fivc-and-one-half-day ride toward 
the Pacific where, Inevitably, some of them 
must die. Perhaps the war department can- 
not be blamed, even though some may won- 
der wliy the army did not make sure. In ad- 
. vonce, that men bound from one theater of 
war to another would, at least, ride in com- 
iort. 

But, without attempting to say who it 
might be, 'certainly someone was to blame. 
And it is proper that the responsibility should 

- ho llied. It Is not enough to do everything 
■possible to insure that such things do not 
happen again. 
True enough, the shortage of railroad 

; equipment Js serious. But no American will 
be coolly persuaded that the shortage Is so 

;-,iicute that any soldier should be required to 

^ fiharo a scat with two others; and to sleep 
la the aisle, during a trip across the United 
States. That sort of business cannot bo Justl- 
lied so Jong as there is one pullman car being 
used for civilian travel, or for any purpose 

■ except, perhaps, the movement of sick or 

■ wounded veterans. If this means discomfort 
lor civilians,, or that many of them are to be 
crowded off trains entirely, what of It? How 
many civilians would be willing to trade 
places with Pttclflc-bound fighters, even If 
they could travel like royalty? 

Doubtless It is tho official Job of ODT and 
the railroads to provide the equipment on 
which soldiers aro transported. But, unof- 
Ilclally, it Is the Job of every American, In- 
cluding everyone connected with the war de- 
partment and the armed forces, to make sure 
that the accommodations aro the very best 
available. And it will be difficult to persuade 
any American citizen that the best available 
should be anything worse than equipment In 
which the nation's fighting men can travel 
and sleep in comfort.
